The alien 
and sedition laws and the eight per cent. 
loan were manipulated by the malcon- 
tents into capital sufliciently formidable 
to oust him from power at the expiration 
of his one term. Jefferson next filling 
the presidential chair, the Federalists, then 
ousted from place, becoming in their turn 
factious and turbulent, gave him but little 
rest. But his was a bed of roses compared 
with the eight years of Madison’s presidency. 
It was during his administration the New 
England Puritans, recently so horror stricken 
at the South for seceding, held a conven- 
tion at Hartford for the purpose of dissoly- 
ing the Union. They were preparing to se- 
cede, and were furnishing aid to the British 
army during the war of 1812. And had it 
not been for the success of our little navy, 
and the defeat of Packingham at New Or- 
leans, five of the New England States would 
have committed rebellion full and complete. 
It was during this period of political insan- 
ity Madison was threatened with a halter, 
and with banishment to the Isle of Elba. 

The intolerable violence and factious in- 
subordination which disturbed his adminfs- 
tration, failing to disrupt the government, 
end the people prospering under a faithful 
obedience to the requirements of the Con- 
stitution, the turbulent politicians shrank 
back for a while from public gaze, allowing 
President Monroe an administration of 
peace, which was not disturbed until the 
contest for the Presidency between the 
younger Adams and Andrew Jackson 
awakened anew the scramble for place and 
power. 

John Quincy Adams was elected and 
served fur years, during which time 
the dominant malcontents, with all their 
seuseleas cry of ‘‘baryain and intrigue,” 
failed to disturb the peaceful and harmonious 
working of the government under the con- 
stitution ; and, the people protected in their 
various pursuits during his administration, 
were still prosperous and contented. 

Jackson sueceeded and served two terms. 
He also had a trying and stormy time, 

The whigs, then ouls, seemed seemed sure 
the country would be ruined by his admin- 
istration ; and he was spokeu of as a tyrant 
at the helm of affairs, from whose adminis- 
tration we might expect inextricable and ir- 
retrievable ruin. ite, too, was threatened 
with violence and banishment by leaders of 
the integininable scramble, as the only means 
of savin? the country. With the constitu- 
tion for his guide, like those who had pre- 
ceded him, he served eight years, and the 
country was not ruined, The people were 
prosperous in spite of the turbulence of pol- 
iticians. 

Martin Van Buren sueeeeded Jackson— 
served four years—no ruin yet, notwith- 
standing the immense ery of office scram- 
blers in 1840 to the country. 

Harrison was then elected, but, dying soon 
thereafter, John Tyler, cursed and de- 
nounced as a traitor, served out the remain- 
der of the term—the country still prospering. 

The scramble for office, though, now was 
more intense than ever, the number of aspi- 
rants by this time having been greatly aug- 
mented by reason of the educated and pro- 
fessional classes becoming politicians. 

But to the honor of all our Presidents, 
from Washington’s first term even down to 
1860, be it said that no one of them—neither 
Federalist, National Republican, Whig nor 
Democrat—ever intentionally attempted a 
violation of the Constitution. Tyler dropped 
the partisan, and each succeeding President, 
like the preceding, obeyed the Constitution, 
and to the extent of their powers faithfully 
executed the laws. 

Even Abraham Lincoln, of higher law pro- 
clivities, was but little at faultin his adminis- 
tration,and was true the to Constitution until 
the furore and madness of revolution com- 
pelled him to resort to expedients and meas- 
} ures which he himself considered of doubt- 
ful constitutionality. 

It was reserved for his administration to 
feel the culmination of partisan scrambles 
for place and power; for, by this time, the 
number of aspirants was legion! The whole 
surface of the earth was covered with them, 
frothing, foaming, shouting, treating, drink- 
ing—from Mars Hill to Cape Sable, all along 
the Atlantic coast, extending far into the 
interior; and from the Russian possessions 
along the Pacific, all the way down to the 
southern boundary of California. 

The conflicting interests and heated pas- 
sions of our thirty millions of people had 
hatched an immense brood of place hunters 
and stump orators, who, like the gues of 
ES PRs covered the goodly land, sappi 
and underinining the virtue and integrity o 
the masses, and often gulling, deceiving or 
cheating them into the support of mere par- 
tisan dogmas of no practical importance ex- 
cept as vehicles upon which to ride into 
power, 

Instead of teaching the people to under- 
stand and to love the government underwhich 
they had prospered, and to respect and obey 
its 2 the malcontents of the North pro-

your passions and prejndices have becu kept 
alivé by the ire and intolerance of bigots, 
the pseudo philanthropy and cant of hypo- 
crites, the incessant appeals of fanatics, in 
support of impracticable schemes or incom- 
prehensible dogmas, and the yet more pow- 
erful appeals of the gifted and intelligent 
demagogue, who, through m poe, and 
declamation, turns all isms and all dogmas 
to his own account, that he, ma 8 
withal. Ye have Ustened in simplicity of 
heart to harrangues addressed to your pas- 
ions, whose every utterance was a cheat, 
and every expression of love and regard for 
your welfare a sham, and thus tamely sur- 
rendering your own right of judgment, ye 
have been led into a labyrinth of errors and 
antagonisms, until your inheritance of good 
govenment has nearly passed out of view. 
Le have learned from sad experience that 
no government, however free, or wisely 
framed, can jong endure without purity and 
wisdum at the helm, supported and kept in 
place by an honest, patriotic and inteiRgent 
people.

We claimed but one country, and that ex- | 
tended from ocean to ocean, and from the | 
beautiful lakes of the North even down 
the Gulf. This vast country was ours. We | 
loved its mountains; we loved its fertile 
plains ; we loved its forests wild ; its rivers 
too we loved, and every siream that flows 
in murmurs tothe sea; and though of vast 
extent we loved it all; it was our country— 
it was our home. 

It is yet our country, sad as its memories 
are; and though dotted all over with memen- 
tos of civil strife, we clingto it as the 
world’s last hope for civil liberty, and feel 
that lessons of wisdom may yet direct our 
steps to a higher appreciation of the essen- 
tials to good government, We feel that 
with a country so vast, a soil so rich, and a 
climate for all, that each conld have a place 
and employment, suſted to his reasonable 
wants; and that all may yet lift their eyes 
from amidst scramble and turmoil to behold 
the dawn of a brighter day ! 

We feel that so magnificent a country, in- 
habited as itis by men of science gnd purity, 
by men of discernment and integrity, will not 
be let go to waste and ruin through the instru- 
mentality of political intrigue, or the blight- 
ing evils of unwise legislation; and that what 
is wrong in practice will be abandoned; that 
legislation injurious will be repealed, and 
constitutions be perfected, to the end that 
the strong shall not O>preas the weak, nor 
the intelligent domineer over the igno- 
rant; and thet public officials and 
legislators may find it not only a %- 
ant but imperative to be truthful and just. 
But to secure the realization of these hopes, 
and the hopes which inspired the founders 
of our government, we must get our con- 
sent to learn wisdom from the past, and be 
guided by it in future. 

The lessons of experience are clear and 
unmistakable. A preponderance of virtue 
and intelligence at the close of the war of 
76, matured and put in operation a repub- 
lican form of government—State and Na- 
tional—which worked well for a time, and 
had the contidence and love of the people. 
But failing to satisfy the cravings of politi- 
cal aspirants, or to gratify the wants of the 
rapidly increasing hordes of 228 
it was subject to the throes of party dissen- 
sions and factious insubordination, which, 
after every election of prominence, became 
more and more intensified, through disap- 
pointments and hope deferred, until parti- 
zan hate triumphed over love of country, 
and the peaceful relations between the pev- 
ple of the several States, yielding to the 
frenzy of fanaticism and revolution, was 
broken up and destroyed. 

The situation is now anything but satis- 
factory to intelligent statesmen. 

Prior to 1860 the Constitution and laws of 
the United States were not inimical to the 
South. Under the United States laws fuvi- 
tives were returned, and John Brown raids 
discouraged. The laws of Virginia proved 
ample to put down the John Brown insur- 
rection ; and hence we seemed to have no 
justifiable / gmc for separation, except as 
a supposed precautionary measure against 
the higher law threatenings of leading men 
North. 

Now we have sources of irritation grow- 
ing outof the consequences or results of the 
war, which will require all the intelligence 
and moderation, not only of leading men, 
but of all the people, to prevent calminating 
in the renewal of bloodshed, and the proba- 
ble overthrow and total loss of civil liberty. 

Just laws and an honest administration 
can scarcely be looked for under our recon- 
struction amendments. 

The white people of 1860, with all their 
advantages of education, had not exercised 
sufficient intelligence and moderation to 
avoid a disastrous conflict of arms. 

The abolition mania had, like a contagious 
disease, spread over the North, furnishing 
fuel to secession proclivities, which spread 
over the South, until the clash of steel and 
the smoke of battle told the sad tale of civil 
war. 

Now, with these lessons before us, what 
can we expect as the result, since the num- 
ber of uneducated and unthinking voters 
has been largely increased? 

If the white people, with education, were 
unable to shield themselves from civil strife 
and war, how can we expect enduring peace 
when the germs of strife were intensified by 
Inviting the negro into the demoralizations 
of party scrambles? An how can we secure 
the services of honest, intelligent and prac- 
tical men to make and execute our laws, or 
to receive and disburse our revenues, when 
the venal and corrupt can bribe, sedace or 
decetye ignorant or dishonest voters into 

r support: 

There is nothing clearer than when igno- 
rance holds the balance of vo'ing strength, 
that chances for corrupt men to get into 
power are largely multiplied. 
“When the wicked rule, 

mourneth;“ : , 
When the ignorant vote, ‘thieves break 

through and steal.“ 


The political necessity of a dominant 
party, says Henry Ward Beecher, emfran- 
chised the freedmen; and he says, also, that 
this enfranchisement was not 
either of wisdom or justice: and hence ifhe 
is correct in this, the evils arising therefrom 
are necessarily of an alarming magnitude. 
Yet not satisfied with this enormity, the 
party in power is seeking to intensity the 
exasperation by demanding under pains and 
penalties, absolute social as well as political 
equality. 

I have attempted to give a truthful, 
though brief sammary of obstacles, which 
observant and reasoning minds, I think, will 
find in the way, in their endeavors to secure

WATER WORKS. 


Peaceful Solution—Joint Sub- Com- 
mittee Agree upon a Report— 
The Work to go on. 


The Sub-Committee appointed by the joint 
committee of the City Council and the 
Water Works Commissioners met last night. 
After a free consultation it was agreed to 
réport that in the Franklin & Eichberg mat- 
ter Council had no jurisdiction, The com- 
mittee reported, thatin view of the fact that 
all contraets had been awarded, many con- 
tractors commenced work and others ready 
to begin, that all opposition to the further 
prosecution of the work cease. 

It is estimated that the pipe will cost 
$90,000; the machinery put up $50,000; lay- 
ing the pipe $25,000 ; reservoir embankment 
$20,000 ; house 85,000; real estate 815,000; 
incidentals $10,000. Total cost $215,000. 
The estimates are the maximum estimates. 
The first contract for machinery was 8130, 
000. Fully $30,000 has been saved on the 
piping. 

The estimated cost of running the works 
is $12,000 to $15,000 per annum. 

It is thought that it will be necessary to 
build a small railway in order to cheapen 
the cost of fuel. 

It was stated that the insurance compa 
nies will reduce their rates twenty per eent. 
as soon as sufficient protection against fire 
is provided. This reduction will more than 

ay the increased taxation necessary to pay 
nterest on the bonds. 

The committee were satisfied after inves- 
tigation that the Water Works Commis- 
sioners had been discharging their duty 
faithfully and well to the eity, and the 
works would be introduced at less cost than 
at firstthought. The Board of Water Com- 
missioners. agree not to exceed the amount 
„ Oe viz: $300,000 in bonds.
